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Report of the Sehool Board 


FOR THE 


‘Towm School District of Northrfrieid.

In presenting to the citizens of Northfield our annual 
report of the schools, it affords us no small degree of pleas- 
ure to be able to say that our schools have never been in so 
flourishing a condition as at the present time. 

Parents and citizens have manifested an unusual interest 
in the schools by frequent visits to the school room. 

The visitors present at some of the examinations, and the 
list of visitors’ names in the school registers, show that this 
has been in many of the schools. 

Parental co-operation is a fundamental element in our 
schools that is frequently under estimated. 

To have a prosperous school it is not enough that the 
house be comfortable and pleasant, that the teacher be com- 
petent to govern and instruct, that the pupils are well dis- 
posed and studious, there must be superadded the cheerful 
and hearty co-operation of the parents. (They should be 
deeply interested in the educational interests of their child- 
ren and make their interest manifest. In looking at: our 
statistics it will be found that a great improvement has been 
made with regard to punctuality in all our schools, with one 
exception (the Centre). It is a lamentable want of faith- 
fulness in some of the parents or children, or both, that has 
caused the registers to be too much shaded with black marks 
of absence and tardiness, and it is a great discredit to those 
having the charge of the rising generation. On a careful 
review of all the schools under our charge for the past year, 
our impression is that they have nobly fulfilled their object, 
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and will favorably compare with our sister towns. Our 
teachers have succeeded well. Their learning, diligence and 
high moral influence, has inspired their pupils with confi- 
dence, love, and their daily tasks, as a consequence, have 
been easy and delightful. 

We erected a school house at Bean Hill, on the lot pre- 
sented to the district by Mr. Geo. E. Davis. At the dedi- 
cation of the house, William C. Evans, Esq., who was born 
in this district, June 5, 1811, presented the school with a 
U.S. flag, which we gratefully acknowledge in the name of 
the district. 

The display of a flag over the buildings during school- 
hours tends to inspire patriotism and love of country in the 
young. , 

We would call earnest attention to the need of supplying 
our schools with Webster’s Academic Dictionary for every 
scholar who can read well. It is essential to a good knowl- 
edge of the English language. 

Window blinds are needed on the new school houses and 
ought to be placed on them before the spring term of school. 

The school houses at the Pond and Hodgdon need repair- 
ing and painting. 

If there is any room which ought to be pleasant and taste- 
ful more than any other it is the school-room. 

Great care should be taken in regard to this matter, if we 
would advance the education and improve the manners of 
our children. 

It is a cause for congratulation and an honor to the citizens 
of Northfield that all of our teachers for the fall term, with 
one exception, are residents of the town. 


CENTRE. 


This is by far the largest schoolin town. A large number 
of small scholars and wide range of classes with a number 


he 


of boys who care very little for study greatly increased the 
burdens of the over-worked teachers. 

Summer term taught by Miss Amy B. Drake, who is a 
fine scholar and an earnest and efficient teacher, who hasa 
remarkable faculty of governing her school by kindness and 
who labored faithfully for the interest of her pupils. Success 
crowned her efforts. / 

Fall term taught by Miss Ina M. Stevens, a graduate of 
N. H. conference seminary and female college. 

This was her first experience at teaching. She labored 
faithfully for the interest of her school. The closing exer- 
cises were good. With experience Miss Stevens will rank 
with our best instructors. 


HODGDON. 


In point of order, punctuality, and studiousness, this 
school takes high rank. 

First term taught by Miss J. S. Simonds, a good disciplin- 
vrian, thorough, pleasant and practical. Good progress was 
made in all the branches pursued. <A perfect register, with 
every scholar on the roll of honor, speaks volumes for 
teacher, scholars and parents. 

Fall term: First three weeks taught by Miss C. B. 
Redding, a teacher of ability. Owing to outside influence 
and a difference of opinion between the teacher and the 
board in regard to our duties, she voluntarily closed the 
school. 

Eight weeks of the fall term were under the instruction of 
Miss Mary A. Hill, of Groton, Mass., a graduate from 
Smith College, Northampton. 

The several classes showed that thorough, earnest’ and 
practical work had been in order and the ability to put into 
practice the knowledge gained was convincing evidence that 
united interest, harmonious effort,with systematic discipline, 
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had been the method used to obtain the results witnessed. 
Classes in Aritmetic, Grammar, Geography, Algebra and 
Physiology did finely. 

The singing by the scholars and teacher was a commend- 
able feature of the examination. 

The rhetorical exercises were ofa high order. Singing 
also received a prominent share of attention. 

The district will be very fortunate if the committee is able 
to retain the services of Miss Hill for another year. 


RAND. 


The summer term was under the efficient instruction of Miss 
Mabel E. French, a teacher of experience, with excellent 
methods of teaching, and commendable progress was made 
in all branches of study. 

The fall term was under the care of Miss Mary M. Emery, 
a thorough, practical, hard-working teacher, who is well 
adapted to instruct; energetic and persistent. Her efforts 
were rewarded with excellent success in every branch taught. 


BEAN HILL. 


The summer term was under the instruction of Miss Kate 
H. Sanborn, who, although this was her first experience as 
teacher, gave excellent satisfaction and worked earnestly for 
the interest of her scholars both in and out of the school 
room, making thorough progress and accomplishing very 
satisfactory results. | 

The fall term was taught by Mrs. Belle W. Robertson, an 
experienced and _ successful teacher who has taught this 
school many terms to the entire satisfaction of the district. 
Excellent progress in all branches of study.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


UNION DISTRICT. 


We take pleasure in reporting that the school work of the 
past year has been attended with a fair measure of success. 
Everything has gone on much in the usual way. There 
has been no serious sickness in the village to interfere with 
the attendance of pupils; and, what is very gratifying to — 
report, we have been able to retain the same teachers 
throughout the year. This is one reason why the work of 
the year has been successful. All the teachers are faithful 
and painstaking, workers of experience and proved effi- 
ciency ; and we think that their efforts for the mental and 
moral welfare of their pupils have been appreciated by all 
thoughtful parents and guardians. The teachers seem to 
recognize the fact, which is so much insisted on by the 
managers of the best and most successful schools of the coun- 
try, that it must be the aim of all right education, not only 
to train the young mentally, but also to develop and foster 
in them reverence, truthfulness, obedience, self-respect, self- 
reliance, respect for the rights of others, habits of temper- 
ance, purity and neatness. 

It must be a source of thankfulness to all who take an 
interest in the welfare of the schools that the teachers in all 
the departments have succeeded in maintaining discipline 
without severity. Those who have the happy faculty of 
combining gentleness with firmness, and who control their 
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temper under every provocation, will always be the most 
successful in receiving cheerful obedience, and in gaining 
the good-will and respect of their pupils. 

It is expected that through the efforts of the Principa 
the schools will be so graded during the coming year as to 
leave time for the introduction of some higher studiesin the 
Grammar school. This would be a desirable change, and 
very helpful, especially to those whose school life, for lack 
of means, necessarily closes with such free educational 
advantages as the district affords. 

The opportunity to pursue higher studies would also be 
of much advantage to all who wish to qualify themselves 
in a more thorough manner, than has lately been possible 
in the graded schools, for entrance to schools of higher 
education. 

It is not apprehended that this addition to the studies 
pursued in the schools would involve any additional expense 
except for text-books. But whatever little increase of 
expense there may be, will, we think, be cheerfully pro- 
vided for, especially when it is remembered that many vil- 
lages not larger than Tilton do not think their educational 
duties discharged until they have provided a good high 
school, free to all within their limits. 

We are sorry that, owing to the state of the treasury, we 
have not been able to do much towards the improvement of 
the school property. Something, however, has been accom- 
plished, and perhaps as much as could be expected with the 
limited means at our disposal. A new register has been 
opened in the Grammar school, through which _ the 
room can be heated in a more satisfactory manner than 
heretofore. The ungainly fence in front of the school 
building has been removed, much to the improvement of the 
grounds; and the fence in the rear of the school has been 
straightened, and the boundary of the school grounds more 
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correctly defined. One of the rooms and some of the pas- 
sages have been brightened up with whitewash; and Lan- 
guage Charts, which are of much assistance to the teachers 
and helpful to the scholars, have been placed in three of the 
rooms. 

It is our earnest hope that sufficient money will be voted 
at the next meeting of the district, or as soon as possible, to 
put the school building in thorough repair, and to make it 
more attractive both inside and outside so that it may be in 
keeping with the rest of this. beautiful village and the 
magnificent scenery which surrounds us on every side. The 
people of Tilton will then not only be proud of their vil- 
lage and the unsurpassed natural scenery of the surrounding 
country, but also proud of their tasteful and well appoint- 
ed school edifice. 

A most important measure to be discussed at the approach- 
ing meeting of the district, and which we earnestly recom- 
mend, is the construction of a sewer from the school to 
the river. This would be of benefit to the grounds, and 
would'make it possible to remove the out-buildings, by 
affording facilities for introducing into the basement all 
necessary conveniences for the use of the schools. 

The school grounds could be improved, and made more 
attractive in appearance by grading. ‘This would require 
only a small expenditure of the school funds. 

We are convinced that the carrying out of these sugges- 
tions, with regard to repairs and improvements in the school 
edifice and its surroundings, would tend to promote the end 
for which the schools were established. 

It hasbeen brought to our attention that many of the 
towns around us employ a music teacher, who usually gives 
one lesson a week in vocal music to.each school. Some 
such instruction in the union district, by a competent teacher 
would be of great benefit to the scholars, and, we think, 
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would receive the hearty approval of the people of the vil- 
lage. We trust that an appropriation can be made for this 
worthy object. 

The law establishing the union district provides that the 
Board of Education shall consist of three members who 
shall be elected annually. Under this law the three mem- 
bers, if they are willing to serve, may be re-elected for sev- 
eral years in succession, and they may all go out of office 
together. - It would evidently be a better plan, and for the 
best interest of the district and the teachers, to elect one 
new member of the Board every year, so that the work may 
always be carried on under the management or advice of 
those who have had experience in the affairs of the schools. 

In conclusion, we wish to thank those parents and others 
who have helped the teachers by their interest, sympathy, 
and encouragement, and who have co-operated with us, in 
our endeavors, to promote the welfare of the schools intrust- 
ed to our care.
